Present prices in Georgia markets 
are about the same as a year ago 
on medium to good grades and better 
than last year on low grade tobacco. 

The tobacco division of the depart- 
ment of agriculture says it has been 
informed by representatives of the bu- 
reau of agricultural economics that 
current tobacco prices are “fair.” 

The Georgia markets opened on Au- 
gust 1 and the department has had 
almost daily complaints against prices 
since. The markets run only 20 days 
on Georgia flue-cured and it is esti- 
mated that the bulk of the crop has 
been sold. 

Due to the limited marketing period 
and the fact that 40 to 60 per cent 
of the nation’s flue-cured tobacco is 
sold for export the agricultural ad- 
justment administration is said to be 
faced with an almost impossible situa- 
tion so far as stimulating prices on 
the current crop is concerned. Offi- 
cials say there is no way at present 
to control the foreign price of do-

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—(#)—The 
sedate John P. O’Brien and the fiery 
Fiorello LaGuardia are priming their 
guns for a mayoralty campaign that 
will determine whether Tammany 
Hall is to govern New York city for 
another four years. 

In appearance, careers and political 
outlook the two nominees for the 
$40,000 office furnish voters a decid- 
ed contrast from which to choose in 
the fall election. 

Mayor O’Brien, whose candidacy for 
another term was indorsed last night 
by borough democratic leaders, has 
been a Tammany member since he 
was old enough to vote and a public 
officeholder for 30 years. A_ large 
man, quiet and dignified, he is known 
as a “regular” in party activities. 

‘LaGuardia, choice of the fusion 
forces opposing Tammany, is an inde- 
pendent republican who delights in 
“upsetting the apple cart,” a trait 
that his frequently put him in office 
one election and,out the next. 

A former president of the board of 
aldermen and member of congress, 
LaGuardia goes into the campaign set 
to capitalize the disclosures of the 
Seabury committee’s exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the city’s government. 
By his side will be Samuel Seabury, 
credited with forcing the fusionists 
to unite on LaGuardia. 

Frontier boy, consular attache, war- 
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time aviator, politician, lawyer and 
always the reformer, are a few of 
the things packed into LaGuardia’s 
eareer. The son of Italian immi- 
grants, LaGuardia quit politics and 
joined the army during the World 
War. He flew bombing planes in ac- 
tive service in Italy, rose to the rank 
of major and was twice decorated by 
the Italian government.

New Type of Anthrax Immunity 
Found at Cincinnati University

CINCINNATI, Aug. 11.—Anthrax, 
the scourge which has swept the world 
since first reported in the Bible as 
the “murrain” of Exodus, may lose 
its last terrors for many in a new 
type of immunity discovered at the 
University of Cincinnati. 

The first anthrax immunizer was 
mad: by Pasteur in 1880, from an- 
thrax bacteria. The new Cincinnati 
antidote is taken from much less dan- 
gerous sources, which have no appar- 
ent connection with anthrax. It was 
developed by Dr. George E. Rockwell, 
of the department of bacteriology and 
hygiene, college of medicine. 

e new immunizer is the red cor- 
puscles of sheep, boiled in water, Dr. 
Rockwell injected some of these boiled 
corpuscles into the bodies of rabbits, 
intraperitoneally. After two weeks 
he inoculated these rabbits with vir- 
ul@#t anthrax bacilli. The animals 
were not even made ill. 


But exactly similar anthrax germs 


proved 100 per cent lethal to rabbits 
which had not been immunized with 
the sheep corpuscles. 

This experiment tops some recent 
discoveries by several scientists in a 
new field of disease immunization. 
Heretofore, like the Pasteur anthrax 
bacilli, most immunity has come from 
the germ which caused the disease. 
This immunizing substance would not 
work against any other disease. It 
was called an antigen. 

But recently scientists have found 
that other types of antigens exist. 
They are not peculiar to one source, 
like the old anthrax protector. _Fur- 
thermore, they are widely distributed 
in wnany types of living tissues. They 
are called the “heterophile antigens” 
and their immunity “heterophile im- 
munity.” 

Sheep corpuscles are only one of 
their sources. More important it has 
been found that they can generate 
immunizing “antibodies” when taken 
by mouth. This is usually safer for 
humans than inoculation. 


Atlantans See Shower of Meteors, 


Traveling 40 


Miles Per Second 


Traveling at a speed of 40-miles- 
per-second, hundreds of flaming, fall- 
ing meteors were visible to Atlantans 
Friday night as the earth made its 
annual August invasion into the Per- 
seid orbit. 

Those interested in astronomical 
spectacles remained at their posts all 
night to witness the display of fire 
and brimstone which is a meteor 
streaming across the sky. The shower 
was at its heaviest at approximately 
midnight and continued until dawn. 


F. B, Eason, state director of the 
American Meteor Society, reported 
that 552 meteors were sighted by his 
observing party Thursday night and 
that even more would be seen Friday. 
They will also be visible again to- 
night. 

The Perseids travel at 40 miles per 
second during the time-they can be 
seen on earth, but at the peak of 
the orbit around the sun, which takes 
125 years to complete, they decrease 
in speed slightly. The speed is in- 
creased again when they near the 
gravitational field of the sun. 

Faster traveling meteors are known 
to astronomers who recently sighted 
through their powerful telescopes 
some meteors which jog along at a 


mere 140 miles per second or about 


half a million miles an hour. How- 
ever, astronomers say that such high 
speed meteors are wandering through 
the solar system without getting 
caught in the gravitational area of 
the sun—travelers €rom remote re- 
gions of space. If the Perseids trav- 
eled any faster they too would escape 
from the grip of the sun and their 
annual parade of the heavens would 
be lost to the earth. 

Dozens of the meteors seen by At- 
lantans Thursday night exploded into 
bits, Eason said, and many others left 
long trains of fire in their wakes. 
Due to their extreme height, Eason 
said, he was unable to hear the rever- 
beration of the explosions.

Eason will make an official report 
to the American Meteor Society of the 
number of meteors seen in Atlanta 
during the several nights on which 
they were visible.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Mini- 
mum wages for labor in the confec- 
tionery manufacturing industry of 


Georgia and other southern states 


have been fixed at 30 cents an hour 
by modifications of the president’s re- 
employment agreement announced to- 
day by Hugh 8. Johnson, national re- 
covery administrator. This minimum 
rate has been fixed unless the hour- 
ly rate in Georgia on July 15, 1920, 
was less than 30 cents, in which case 
the minimum is to be not less than 
27 1-2 cents an hour. 

Outside of Georgia, the Carolinas, 
Virginia, Kentucky, Florida, Alabama, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and New 
Mexico, the minimum wage rate for 
labor is to be 35 cents an hour un- 
less the rate prevailing on July 15, 
1929, was less, in which case the 
rate effective then will be the mini- 
mum.

MILK STRIKE CRISIS 
PASSED, SAYS LERMAN 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 11.—(%)— 
Governor Herbert H. Lehman today 
declared that “the crisis in the milk 
strike situation has definitely passed,” 
as the milk holiday went through its 
seventh day without an instance of 
violence. 

At Newport, at almost the same 
time, Stanley Piseck, militant strike 
leader in the east-central counties, 
characterized as “damnable lies” the 
reports received by him earlier that 
the strike was over. 

“The holiday will continue,” he as- 
serted, “until the producers’ demands 
are met. It seems as if everyone is 
trying to misrepresent and hurt the 
farmers’ cause.’ 

Albert Woodhead, president of the 
Empire Dairymen’s Protective As- 
sociation, original backer of the move- 
ment, at Rochester, said that the 
day's lull was due more to his request 
that strikers stay off the highways 
and keep their milk at home, than 
to a desire to give up the milk holi- 


ay. 

“T don’t think the strike will ever 
cease until the governor or the 
(state) milk board meets with the 
farmers and settles the whole thing 
to their satisfaction,” he said. 

Governor Lehman, who throughout 
the strike has refused to call out the 
New York National Guard in re 
sponse to insistent requests from sev- 
eral upstate sources, had charged 
sheriffs and state troopers with full 
responsibility in the maintenance of 
protection to “peaceful citizens.” 

He had told the sheriffs to swear 
in special deputies where needed, and 
also had directed district attorneys to 
summon special grand juries if neces- 
sary to cope with the situation in the 
27 affected counties. 


U. S. To Buy Only 
From NRA Members 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(@)— 
Henceforth the federal emergency re- 
lief administration will buy all its 
supplies from stores decorated by the 


NRA blue eagle. 

This was ruled today by Harry L. 
Hopkins, the relief administrator. He 
sent to all governors and state relief 
directors a statement saying: 

“Purchases of supplies with federal 
funds shall be made only with stores 
that have complied with all the pro- 
visions of an applicable approved code, 
or, if there be no approved code of 
fair competition for such stores, then 
with the provisions of the president's 
re-employment agreement. The same 
regulation applies to all orders given 
relief cases.”

NRA Interpretations 


1.—Q. For a manufacturing concern 

having a factory. building, ware- 
house building and office building 
having formerly employed a 
watchman at $12.50 per week—7 
nights at 12 hours—are we to pay 
him $14.50 for working only 40 
hours? 
A. Yes. Interpretation No. 12 
concerning employments included 
in paragraph 2 specifically in- 
cludes watchmen. 

2.—Q. For the same concern which 
has signed the NRA application, 
should we increase, and how 
much, the salaries of office em- 
ployes now receiving from $65 to 
$280 per month? 

A. This is covered by interpreta- 
tion No. 1 concerning paragraph 
7 of the president’s re-employment 
agreement. Paragraph 7 means, 


first, that compensation of em- 
Ployes above the minimum wage 
group shall not be _ reduced 
either to compensate employers 
for increases that he may be re- 
quired to make in the minimum 
wage group in order to comply 
with the agreement, or to turn 
this re-employment agreement 
into a share-the-work movement 
without a resulting increase of to- 
tal purchasing power, In addi- 
tion paragraph 7 states that rates 
of pay for employes above the 
minimum wage wi shall be in- 
creased by “equitable readjust- 
ment.” No hard and fast rule 
can be laid down for such read- 
justments because the variations 
in rates of pay and hours of work 
would make the application of 
any formula unjust in thousands 
of cases. 

The policy governing the read- 
justment of wages of all employes 
in what may be termed the higher 
wage group requires not a fixed 
rule, but “equitable readjust- 
ment” in view of long-standing 
differentials in pay schedules. 

The NRA will, through local 
agencies, observe carefully the 
manner in which employers com- 
ply with their agreement to make 
“equitable readjustments,” and 
will take from time to time, and 
announce from Washington, such 
action as may be necessary to cor- 
rect clear cases of unfairness, and 
to aid conscientious employers in 
earrying out in good faith the 
terms of the agreement.

FAIR DEAL CODE ASKED 
BY. OYSTER INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—()— 
An oyster marketing agreement and 
code of fair dealing, discussed by mem- 
bers of the trade with agricultural 
adjustment administration officials 
would divide the oyster producing 
states into four groups. 

The north Atlantic division would 
be composed of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey and Delaware: the middle At- 
lantic division, Maryland. Virginia and 
North Carolina, and the south At- 
lantie and gulf states division, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas. The 
three Pacific coast states would com- 
prise the Pacific division. 

The proposed code, submitted by the 
Oyster Growers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion of North America, Inc., would 
authorize a committee to draw up a 
marketing plan, and would establish a 
uniform system of grading. 

Howard W, Beach, of New Haven, 
Conn., president, and other officers 
of the association, told the adjust- 
ment administration that they repre- 
sented 80 per cent of the oyster in- 
dustry. 

They reported extremely low prices 
were being received by the growers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(/))— 
A court ‘attack on the constitution- 
ality of the farm relief act was in- 
stituted today in the District of Co- 
lumbia sitpreme court in two suits 
challenging the government’s author- 
ity to fix prices. 

They were filed by the Economy 
Dairy ‘Company of Norwood Park, IIl., 
and Milton R. Beck, conducting the 
Southwest Dairy Products, at Stick- 
ney, Ill 

The court was asked to prohibit the 
secretary of agriculture from attempt- 
ing to fix the wholesale price of milk 
and cream bought from producers and 
the retail price of that sold to con- 
sumers.. 

It was contended the farm act, un- 
ler which the secretary of agriculture 
was authorized to require dealers in 
milk and cream to operate under li-, 
censes issued by him, was invalid. 

The companies asserted congress 
was without power to fix prices at 
which milk and cream must be bought 
and sold,’ and insisted, therefore, that 
it had no constitutional authority to 
confer that function on the secretary 
of agriculture. 

Both declared the licensing provi- 
sion deprived them of the constitution- 


purchase of milk and cream at prices 
satisfactory to the producer and them- 
selves and protested against the gov- 
ernment fixing the price at 'which 
such products must sold to con- 
sumers. ,

11.—(4)—Several villages along the 
northern coast of Newfoundland were 
evacuated tonight when a_ strong 
westerly breeze drove a wall of fire 
toward the settlements and cut off all 
escape except by water. 

Hundreds of small boats carried the 
panic-stricken refugees out into the 
bay, thence to outposts at a safe dis- 
tance from the flames.

A Well Bid Grand Slam 


BY ELY CULBERTSON.

Probably one of the best examples 
I have yet seen of the value of the 
Four-Five No-trump Convention in 
reaching Grand Slam contracts occur- 
red in a recent championship tourna- 
"*ment. Although the hand in ques- 
tion was an absolute spread for about 
15 tricks, most of the teams playing 
it failed to reach the contract of 
seven-odd due to their inability to 
locate all of the key cards—that is, 
all four Aces and the King of trumps. 
Through the use of the Four-Five No- 
trump Convention the North player, 
holding ,but a little over 3 honor- 
tricks, was able to jump from four 
no-trump to a Grand Slam.

1—North ‘is almost strong enough to 
bid four spades. However, with 
only a plus value in heartsg no 
honors in diamonds and lacking 
the Ace of clubs, he decided to 
bid only three, and thereby give 
his partnes a little leeway. 
2—South was definitely short of a 
Forcing bid on the first round. 
However, when his partner sees 
fit to give a double raise to his 
one-spade call, he knows a Slam is 
probably in sight. His three Aces 
loom very large, and there is no 
better way for South to tell his 
partner that he holds them than 
by bidding four no-trump. 
3—North gets the message perfectly. 
A four-no-trump bid affirms the 
possession of either two Aces and 
the King of a bid suit or three 
Aces. Since North himself has 
both the King of clubs and the 
King of spades, he immediately 
knows that South has the three 
Aces. In addition, he knows that 
South in order to bid one spade 
must have either five to the Queen 
or, at the very worst, five to the 
Knave.

a break in trumps will assure the | 
slam; but it is more than prob- | 
able that South has the Queen of 
spades or a six-card suit, in which | 
case the Slam will be an absolute | 
laydown. His seven-spade bid 1s 
not even close and was made with- 
out a second’s hesitation. The 
inference that he was able to make 
from his partner's four-no-trump 
bid enabled him to count six club 
tricks, five trump tricks and two 
outside Aces with only the bare 
possibility of a trump loser. 
Although this Grand Slam can pos- 
sibly be reached without the use of 
the Four No-trump Convention, it is 
most difficult. If South is unable 
to show his Aces wholesale, North 
will never be able to contract for 
the Grand Slam safely because there 
is the very strong danger that South, 
no matter how strong his bidding may 
be, will have the King-Queen of dia- 
monds instead of the Ace.

But even 
that may turm into a burn unless 
some proteetive oil or lotion has been 
rubbed over the tender,* white skin 
before exposing it. ree 

“Vinegar is good, olive oil gives a 
protective film, too. 

“We never realize what hothouse 
skins most of us have until we are 
out in the sun for a day. I have 
seen the lace patterns of sweaters 
burned on chests and backs. Deep 
V necks of dresses will expose the 
skin at the throat, and first thing 
you know there is a burn with aft- 
er-peeling. 

“When you have been exposed too 
long and know the skin is burned 
do not put cold water on to ease the 
burn. Do not wash with soap and 
water. Use cold cream followed by 
witch hazel. Or use a lotion made 
of one part lime water to two parts 
olive oil. Dust generously with mild 
powder. And remember, girls, that 
skin once burned is never as soft 
and fine as it was before. Continued 
burning does affect the texture of 


the skin, making it coarser.”
